It seems pretty well agreed that next 


year tires be larger than those now in 
use, more tires will .be built 1 5-8 and 
134 inches in diaeaeter. It is probable 
that the bicycles will -have larger 
tubing.

A convenient wF,y of tightening the 


chain is to unscrew the nuts on the 
rear hub to allow free moving:of the 
rear upper brace, • then to pull the 
wheel out until th-2 chain is to the de- 
sired tightness, then're-tighten the 
nuts on the rear hub. 


A curious bicycle has been invented 


by a resident of New York"City. The 
pedals, instead of acting on the wheel 
by means of a chain and sprocket 
wheel, are -practically pump handles 
and force water to a water wheel at- 
tached to the rear wheel of the cycle. 


It is stated that the factories which 


are devoted to bicycle manufacturing in 
the United States now have a capacity 
of 560,000 bicycles per annum. Many 
of the factories have more than doubled 
the size of the plants within a few 
months. It is said that the cost of 
producing a first-class bicycle varies 
from $25 to $35. 
. 


In some places it is proposed to tax 


bicycles to add to the reveneus of the 
county, and the only reason why they 
are not taxed is that the board of 
supervisors or other officers do not care 
to antagonize the large number of 
wheelmen who are among their con- 
stituents. The reasons advanced for 
the proposed ^innovation are that the 
extensive use of wheels has cut down 
the business of liverymen and kindred 
lines, thereby reducing the taxable 
property to an extent which should be 
made up by the wheelmen. 


It is said that bicycles have seriously 


injured the sale of pianos in England. 


W. C. Sanger made a new world's 


record at Springfield tournament this 
week by riding a two mile professional 
handicap in 4:25 3-5. 


The latest thing for the army is a 


cannon mounted on a twin bicycle. 
The cannon itself is a steel rifled affair 
34 inches in length, and weighs 50 
pounds, and is swung between the rear 
wheels, resting upon the connecting 
axle, aud is further supported from 
above.

fl N the days of Rudolph the Third there

stood on the hill opposite the Castle _ 


II 
of Zenda and on the other side o£ the 


valley In which the town lies, on the site 
where the Chateau of Tarlenhelm now ia 
situated, a fine and strong castle belong- 
Ing to Count Nikolas of Festenhurg. Ho 
was a noble of very old and high family 
and had great estate's; his house being. 
Indeed, second only to the royal house In 
rank and reputation.

* state ample and suitable to his rank, 
was'yet careful and prudent, while Ru- 
dolph spent all that he received and more 
beside*, so that the count grew richer and 
the king poorer. But in spite of these 
•causes of difference, the count was re- 
ceived at court with apparent gracious- 
ness, and no open outburst of enmity had 
yet occurred, the pair being, on the con- 
trary, often together and sharing their 
sports.and pastimes with one another.

EARTH CRACKS OPEN. 


Serious and AUrmlitB Disaster In Boheml* 


—Acconnt^of 8Wj»nge Phenomenon.. . 
A remarkable disaster has-occurred 


in the old German town of Brux, in 
northwestern . Bohemia, In many re- 
spects recalling the recent disastrous 
earthquake -which almost entirely de- 
stroyed the town of Laibach, in Carai- 
ola. On Friday evening1, writes the 
Vienna correspondent of the London 
Times, the inhabitants of Brnx were 
alarmed by the sudden extinguishing 
pt the street lamps, and at first it was 
j'jiarmised that an accident had occurred 


;at the gas works. The report, how- 
ever, spread that a large number of the 
houses in the Bahnhofstrasse were in 
imminent danger of collapsing, which 
was shortly after confirmed and supple- 
mented by the news that the "Anne 
Shaft," belonging to the Brux Coal 
Mining company, in the vicinity of the 
town, had been completely flooded by 
an inrush of sand and water. In con- 
sequence of the reports the authorities 
took immediate steps to clear the houses 
in the Bahnhofstrasse of their inhab- 
itants, and it is owing to the prompt- 
ness with which precautionary meas- 
ures were adopted that the subsequent 
series oT disasters was attended by com- 
paratively slight loss of life. 


.The horror of the situation was great- 


ly increased by • the total darkness 
which prevailed, together with a heavy 
downpour of rain. The descriptions of 
the scene which have reached Vienna 
are heartrending in the extreme, the 
panic-stricken, half-clad inhabitants 
crowding the streets, not knowing in 
what direction to fly for safety. Early 
in the morning, in view of the danger 
which still threatened, the authorities 
ordered the clearance of the houses in 
that part of the town which has suf- 
fered most severely. Up to the present 
eighteen houses -are in ruins and it 
is expected that many others will have 
to be pulled down. The damage is es- 
timated to exceed 1,500,000 florins. In 
consequence of the breaking of the 
main gas and water pipes the town is 
without light and water. The distress 
which prevails is very great. During 
the last sitting of the reiehsrath the 
government was called upon to take 
prompt measures to alleviate the dis- 
tress, and in view of the magnitude of 
the disaster to make use of the funds at 
its disposal for such purposes to assist 
the sufferers. 
The money thus ex- 


pended by the government will be 
voted during the next session.
